Mr. E. C. Wines, corresponding sec- 
retary. will present his annual report, devoted 
mainly to a review of the first great work of the 
association—the international penitentiary con-

gress of London, which has taken its place in 
history as one of the most remarkable, as it is 
likely to prove one of the most useful, interna- 
tional gatherings the world has ever seen. The 
several standing committees, viz.: on criminal 
law reform, prison discipline, care of dis- 
charged prisoners, juvenile delinquency, etc., 
will also, doubtless, be ready with their reports. 
Interesting and valuable papers are expected 
from several corresponding members of the as- 
sociation in Europe, particularly from M. 
Demetz, the illustrious founder of Mettray, 
who will give his views on the necessity and 
utility of special training for prison and reform- 
atory officers, in connection with an account of 
his own labors in this direction; from Miss Mary 
Carpenter, the most distinguished of living fe- 
male philanthropists, with some account of her 
observations during a recent visit to several 
penal and reformatory establishments on the 
continent; and from Sir Walter Crofton, the 
originator and organizer of the Crofton prison 
system, who will address a communication to 
the meeting on some topic selected by himself, 
but, as a matter of course, bearing on the ques- 
tion of penitentiary reform. A few special pa- 
pers willalso be furnished by American writers. 
But the great feature will be a body of special 
reports on the preventive, reformatory, and pen- 
al institutions and work of the different States. 
A New ENGLAND PHILOSOPHER. — Mr. 
Whittier writes for the Amesbury Villager the 
following tribute to a recently-deceased unique 
and original character of that town :— 

The present number of the Villager chroni- 
cles, in its obituary department, the death of 
Henry Taylor of Amesbury. Quiet, unassum- 
ing, and simple in all his habits, an unlettered 
workingman, he gave no outward evidence, 
beyond the reticent gravity of his manner, of 
the profound intellectual abstractiou, the depth 
of philosophic meditation, which made up his 
real lite. He was no reader; probably he 
never mastered half-a-dozen books — and he 
felt small interest in the thoughts and opin- 
ions of others. I remember on the occasion 
of one of my first conversations with him, 
twenty-five years ago, that I was struck by a 
remark which indicated a knowledge of Plato. 
On inquiry, however, I found he had no idea 
that such a man ever lived. I lent him a vol- 
ume which he partially read and returned with 
the simple remark that ‘the saw that Plato had 
got hold of some of his own ideas.” A vol- 
ume of Emerson, Alger’s Oriertal poetry and 
the New Testament, were theonly books that he 
ever referred to. The latter was his constant 
text-book, and he reproduced the incidents re- 
corded in the Gospels with wonderful vividness 
of coloring and clearness of insight. The 
words of the Divine Master had for him a 
depth of meaning which he found difficult to 
translate into common language; and he was 
compelled, often, to make words to express 
himself. He watched, with absorbing interest, 
the gradual processes and anfoldings of his 
own mind, and spoke of them as if he had no 
personal concern in the matter, regarding his 
mental movements as impelled by a power not 
his own. He had only to wait and observe, 
like the recluse of Wordsworth, the revelations 
of “the powers, 

That of themselves our minds impress.” 
He was Oriental in his cast of mind; he 
would have been quite at home with Chinese 
benzes, Buddhist priests, Mahommedan der- 
vishes and Christian monks of Mount Athos. 
Yet he was never gloomy or ascetic; he hada 
quick sense of the ludicrous, and could easily 
put himself in the bystander’s position and 
smile at his own peculiarities and inconsisten- 
cies. 

Ile had somehow reached a state of absolute 
quietude—a region of ineffable calm, blown over 
by no winds of hope or fear. All personal anx- 
ivties and solicitudes were unknown. ‘The out- 
ward world was phantasmal and unreal—he 
was utterly beyond its common temptations, 
and looked with simple wonder upon the strug- 
gle for wealth and place, the strifes and ambi- 
tions of sects and parties, about him. To art— 
if we except a love of music—he was indiffer- 
ent. Even the wonderful open book of nature 
seemed to have no attractions for him. He 
seemed nearer than any one I had ever known 
to have realized that the things seen are tempo-

men—one as bad as the other—this system was 
too much for a man naturally disposed to be a 
Paleyite and expedientist. 

It is hard telling whether New York has been 
made so politically contemptible by its institu- 
tions or by its men; both have acted upon the 
other; its constitution of 1846, its legal code, 
its general system, were a departure from re- 
spectable principles of legislation and construc- 
tion such as prevailed in New England from the 
beginning under the influence of men_ better 
trained in the principles of civil liberty; and 
her people at the same time seem to have been 
aptly fitted by. nature, tradition and education to 
submit to whatever blunders her jurists and con- 
stitution-makers fell into. Palfrey, the histo- 
rian, long ago commented upon her only great 
men: Hamilton, ‘ta waif from the West Indies 
to her spirit-barren strand,” and Jay, an emi- 
grant from Massachusetts—and who besides? 
Bryant and Leggett, great journalists, the first 
of Hampshire county parentage; Silas Wright, 
strong minded and bodied, but pretty much like 
Marcy and the rest in all political attributes ; 
Michael Hoffman, a tradition; Seward, Weed, 
Granger, Fillmore, and so on down to Fenton 
and Conkling—Seward the greatest of the lot, 
and he a man of stratagem and machinery from 
the beginning to the end. Is it any wonder 
that Mr. Greeley was conquered by institutions 
and men like these? So, while the Tribune, 
fighting anti-slavery battles, prepared the coun- 
try, more particularly the West, for the irre- 
pressible conflict, the millions who read it being 
out of reach of New York influences and open 
to allthe vigorous teachings, the iterations and 
reiterations, year after year, of its great edito- 
rial chief, he was himself weakened and shorn 
by contact with the rascals of the convention 
and the committee-room, and his paper, not re- 
enforced by a sturdy example of individual in- 
dependence and contempt tor office, such as 
Mr. Greeley might have set, furnished the cu- 
rious spectacle of a great intellectual organ 
without any immediate constituency—New York 
city and State being, for the last decade, on the 
more hopel ssly on the wrong side 


Clearly New York was too strong for Mr. 
Greeley. A man so democratic by instinet and 
temperament; so open to suggestions of reform 
in his youth and early manhood; so kindly in 
his nature; so industrious; so incapable of fa- 
tigue ; accessible; so much, in fact, like 
America itself in his freedom from covention- 
ality, his vigor, his enterprise, force, directness 
and general style, could not have alighted upon 
so unpromising a place as New York city. 
Elsewhere, to be sure, he would not perhaps

| have established so great a paper, but almost 


anywhere else he would have been a happier, 
better and more useful man. It does not seem 
to me that he can properly be called a philan- 
thropist or a reformer, though he had at times 


* the philanthropic and the reforming element. 


He neither loved the individual man, nor man 
in the aggregate, to any extraordinary degree. 
He was by no means a profound thinker on po- 
litical or social subjects. At most, he was only 
willing to giye such subjects a fair chance and 
fair play, and latterly not always even this. 
And he loved himself too well to be willing to 
do much more tor individuals than to turn them 
off with good advice, or to get rid of their im- 
portunity by gift or loan, which he was too busy 
He had not that four-o’clock-in- 
the-morning courage, which Napoleon said a 
great general must have—no real faith in ulti- 
mate results; but then he was not to blame for 
this, for it was temperamental in part. How 
could he help being disheartened by Bull Run? 
How could he help being in despair when Harry 
Clay was defeated, as he thought, by frauds in 
Pennsylvania and Louisiana? And, withal, 
with that shrinking from blood which has made 
him and kept him (longer than it has kept him 
in any other direction) an enemy of the gal- 
lows, how could he help thinking to himself,

Horace Greeley has had a splendid funeral ; 
the sad circumstances of his death have softened 
all his enemies and buried in affliction all his 
friends, so that there is a plausibility in the re- 
mark that he is fortunate to get rid of life after 
such a sad ending to his political aspirations, 
such a tragedy in his family relations. But it 
seems to me the saddest death we ever had in 
the country—a sheer and unmitigated disaster 
blace and tragical from the beginning to the 
end, and a pitiful, most pitiful story. If there 
is anything more useful to be said about it I 
cannot imagine what it is. The indiscriminate 
panegyric which fills the columns of the New 
York Tribune, day after day, has to be printed, 
of course, yetit is of no more value than the in- 
discriminate abuse which was copied into the 
same tolerant columns last May and June. Up- 
on a man constituted like Mr. Greeley, abuse and 
praise, which were unmerited and extravagant, 
had just about the same effect, the one as the 
other; and now that he is dead no allowance 
seems to be made—perhaps none can be made— 
for that common sense of the aggregate popula- 
tion which sifts all such criticism and comes to 
a result pretty nearly correct. The materials for 
Greeley’s biography and an estimate of his char- 
acter are pientiful; his own ‘‘Kecollections” and 
other autobiographic materials to be gathered 
from the Trijune and from private letters, to- 
gether with the violently contradictory appraisals 
of Bryant, Tilton, Phillips, Dana, Chamberlain, 
and great numbers of journali-ts and politicians 
| who have watched him closely from a distance 
| and from a near point of observation, furnish a 
clear basis for understanding as much of him as 
ever can be made clear; and this limitation must 
be borne in mind, for no man or woman ever yet 
lived who was ever known to anybody else— 
prehaps nobody who was ever known to himself 
|or herself, with any degree of accuracy. But 
| “the pity of it! the pity of it!” this all can agree 
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Brains are good, but fame pays better. This is 
a degradation and demoralization of the lecture 
system. But it is difficult to say when or where 
it shall end, Not that the old-fashioned lec- 
tures are no longer given, but that lectures now- 
adays are disproportionately shows simply. The 
satire of the itemizers has been lavished in vain. 
Any man who achieves notoriety—it may be fame 
or ill fame, who cares?—is beset for the ros- 
trum, and the temptation is of irresistible dol- 
lars. So iong as the public worship heroes in 
so thorough fashion, and set up so miscellaneous 
a variety of heroes for idolatry, so long must 
the lyceum labor under its present disadvan-

THE OLD SOUTH. 

The “Qld South” bill has passed the House, 
though it has lost grounds somewhat by the de- 
bate. A motion may be made for reconsidera- 
tion, but it is not likely to succeed, and the 
Senate, I suppose, is sure to concur 1n the pas- 
sage of the bill. Postmaster Burt has made 
desperate efforts to convince the House and the 
public that there is an exigency, and, although 
tur a time he had it all his own way, yet taere 
is now a very general belief that, as Mr. Thomp- 
son said the other day, if any ‘‘average” Boston 
merchant had been burned out of the State street 
site on the 9th of November he would have 
been back there with unimpaired facilities long 
betore this time. In other words, Mr. Burt 
and Mr. Mullett have been making up an exi- 
gency ever since the fire. I think this is Dow 
ihe opimon of nearly everybody, in spite of 
certificates and protestations trom Whatever 
quarter. If there was apy error in the man- 
agement of the case betore the committee, on 
tue part of the remonstrants, it was in not sub- 
jecting this pretended exigency to a closer scru- 
uny. Mr. Burt appeared as a witness, and 
seemed to succeed in thrusting his own opinion 
and the opinion of Mr. Petherbridge forward as 
a tinalesnd conclusive settlement of the exigen- 
cy question. It does not appear that the post- 
office department knows or cares anything 
about the matter, except as it is prompted by 
the tauatical or interested opinions of the post- 
master and Mr. Mullett, whose zeal for the in- 
terests of the government and the safety of the 
mails, though genuine and undoubted, is mixed 
with and colored by their determination to 
evulve some grand scheme of street improve- 
ment in Boston, which the government at 
Washington has no business, and probably no 
desire, to meddle with. As tor the Old South 
suciety, who, being the only petitioners tor leg- 
islatuun, are the only persons who ought to have 
been heard as such, it is indeed hard to answer 
their plea that they ought to have the right to 
dispose of their own property. They desire to 
get rid of it, and to use the money elsewhere. 
‘Lhe society and church, as a means of religious 
grace, has little or no value. Probably a chap- 
el, or two or three, elsewhere, even with the 
neu ot the Deacon Lothrop pattern as mana- 
gers, would be useful to the city. Who can say 
whether an all-wise and inscrutable Provideuce 
May not have some beneticent design even in 
the continuance of ‘Tremont ‘Temple as a place 
of what they call ‘divine worship’? At any 
rate, tue Uid South now is apparently a failure, 
religiously. Patriotically itis not. Mr. Quincy 
need nut apologize tor sentimentalism in his 
speeches, ‘I'aere is truth in the position that a

Hon. Robert C. Winthrop, who, ’tis said, voted Christmas, 
for Grant. For eminent ability, adaptability, 
grace, dignity, and.all that, Mr. Winthrop has 
certainly few competitors. There is a tradition 
that, though he has been on the wrong side of 
politics for a good while, he has wanted to be 
on the other side, but has been kept back by 
personal matters involving questions of taste, 
or some.hing of that nature, which, owing to 
his cultivation or natural -exquisiteness, have 
seemed to him more formidable than they really 
were.

and, as we forgive errors of patriotism, certainly 
we can afford to forgive mistakes of taste. 
Why, then, should the President not avail him- 
self of Mr. Winthrop’s talents and prestige, and 
give the country the benefit of his shining 
statesmanship, and give to Mr. Winthrop the 
opportunity to display his powers and acquisi- 
tions on a suitable and commensurate field? 
Certainly much worse might be done. Gen. 
Schenck is also named, and he is able, but not 
the accomplished scholar and gentleman that 
Winthrop is, and by no means the equal of 
Charles Francis Adams. But all these specula- 
tions, and many others, hinge upon the success 
of Mr. Boutwell in his contest for the Senator- 
ship.

The first demonstration of importance in fa- 
vor of an increase of salaries comes from Mr.

$50,000 per annum to the President from the 
4thof March.

CTU FATHER TOM BURKE IN REPLY 
= = TO FROUDE. 


Into the midst of us in America has come an 
English gentleman of great name as a learned 
man, as an historian holding the first rank, sin- 
gularly able in his style of writing, graphic in 
his description. He has come on an express 
mission of an extraordinary kind. The world 
was under the very general impression that 
for the last seven hundred years Ireland has 
been badly, wretchedly treated by the English. 
But this gentleman comes over here to tell us 
that history is all a mistake, that we have no 
business to believe what we have read in books 
and what we have listened to of tradition, and 
to obtain the following verdict: that England 
has generally acted justly towards Ireland, that 
wherever she has acted unjusily the Irish have 
called that action upon themselves, and it has 
served them right. His coming to America 
has put me in an-attitude far nobler, more mag- 
nificent than any I had hoped to occupy; in the 
attitude of the public and avowed defender of 
the honor of my ancient land. [Great applause. ] 
And never did an Irishman spring to the con- 
test with gladder heart than I when I took up 
the glove that the Englishman threw down. 
{Renewed applause.] Not that I trusted to my 
own ability, for none better than I knows how 
shallow that is; not to my learning, for this 
English gentleman is far more learned than I 
{cries, No! No !]; not to my eloquence ; but, as 
{ hope I may always trust, to the truth and the 
justice of my cause. [Great applause.] This 
learned Englishman has been among you 1n 
Boston, though I beheve few of you who hear 
me beard him. [Laughter, and the ery “He's 
gone.”) Yes, he’s gone, but his story remains 
behind, and it must be answered. Father 
Burke then proceeded to survey the tale he told. 
He began, he said, at the beginning. He went 
back seven hundred years. He told the Amer- 
ican people that it was now seven hundred years 
since England invaded Ireland, and that in all 
that time she never did a wrong thing. Father 
Burke contended that the invasion itself was 
both wrong and unjust. It was a crime against 
high heaven, because it was a biow against the 
liberty cf a people. The grounds of Mr. 
Froude’s justification of the invasion are two; 
first, that Ireland was in such a state that the 
imvasion was necessary, and second, that it was 
with the authority of the Pope of Rome. I de- 
ny them both. [Tremendous applause. ] 3 

Mr. Froude says there was no government in 
Ireland because every family maintained itself 
according to its own ideas, right or wrong. But 
when he spoke these words he didn’t tell what 
he meant by the word family. Our idea of 4 
family is of a household. We talk of a man and 
his family—the father and mother, and three or 
four, five or six, or, if it is an Irish family, by 
half ascore of children. [Laughter.] If using 
the word in that sense, every family in Ireland 
maintained itself according to its own ideas, 
right or wrong, at that time, then there was an- 
archy indeed, and need of some vigorous inter- 
ference. But is this the fact? Not at all. 
What is the meaning of the word family as ap- 
plied to Ireland seven hundred years ago? It 
meant the sept or tribe, the men of one clan— 
all that had the same name. These were the 
families of Ireland. A chieftain of a clan, the 
head of a family, had all the men of a tribe un- 
der him. He was a man who had a thousand or 
two thousand or more fighting men that he 
could bring into the field. The whole of Ire- 
land was under five great families. There were 
other names and other chieftains under these, 
but shey were all subordinate to them. And 
knowing this, is it fair to speak of the families 
of Ireland to the American people, whose idea 
of a family is a household? 

What was the government of Ireland at this 
time? Every chieftain governed his clan. The 
territory was marked out by law. This chief- 
tain was elected by the people, and during his 
lifetime, as he grew in years, the men of his 
clan came together to electhis successor. They 
chose not his son or his nephew, but the bray- 
est of them all during his lifetime, and when he 
died his successor came to rule without confu- 
sion, without anarchy. It was the democratic 
principle of government; the principle recog- 
nized and adopted in these States of America; 
the principle that the people select the best man 
among them, not the son of their past ruler who 
might be an idiot, but the man that Ged has de- 
signed as a ruler by giving him brains in his 
head and a strong arm to defend his people. 
[Applause.] Nowhere do we find a clansman 
rebelling against his chieftain, or against the 
decisions of their judges. They had laws learn- 
edly codified and dicussed, and these were 
learnedly administered. They were not an ig- 
norant, beastly people. All these five great 
chieftains elected a high king, called the aid- 


righ, who dwelt in Tara, right in the middle of 


the beautifel Ireland. They with him sat in 
council on national matters, and on all matters 
that concerned the whole people. Mr. Froude 
says that these chieftains were continually war- 
ring against their people. He denied it by the 
records of Ireland, and read from them. But 
if the Irish chieftains were tyrants, he then con- 
tinued, why is the one record in Ireland that 
the people loved their chieftains, and were 
ready to die for them? If England had always 
treated the Trish right, why was it that hatred of 
kings and courts was inborn in every [rishman’s 
heart? Itis true that [reland was at this time 
greatly disorganized. The long wars of three 
hundred years with the Danes had been over 
but sixty years. But it was rapidly becoming 
organized, ‘The Irish bishops were re¢stablish- 
ing the church, Already Ireland had founded 
magnificent monasteries and churches, and had 
built great colleges in the land. Mr. Froude 
says that there was such immorality there that 
it was necessary to send the Normans into. the 
land to purify it. What are the facts? ‘The 
King of Leinster stole another man’s wife, and 
all Ireland rose and drove the adulterer out 
from its midst. [Applause.] But Mr. Froude 
says, “‘Ah, but T have an argument for you that 
you cannot meet. You are a priest. And, 
mark you, the Pope, the Pope, sent those Nor- 
mans into Ireland!” Did they?) Did they? I 
tell you they forged his name, and I will prove 
it to you. 

Father Burke then proceeded at length to 
support this position, quoting from various rec- 
ords and books which, he held, showed that 
there was no reason to believe in the existence 
of any such bull. The statements are that this 
bull was sent out from Rome in 1155, when 
Pope Adrian was not in Rome at all that vear. 
Henry, according to the only stories extant, got 
this bull in 1155, he kept it for twenty years, 
nobody in all that time knew anything about 
it. The archbishop of Dublin—St. Lawrence 
O'Toole—a canonized saint, knew nothing about 
it, else he would not have gone out, as he did, 
and preached against King Henry—preached 
“War, war! Come and dash the invaders into 
the sea,” and drew about him sixty thousand 
fighting men. Do you want me to tell you 
what I think of this bull? It was not an Irish 
bull, for there is neither wit nor wisdom in it: 
it was not a Roman bull, for there was neither 
truth no justice init; but it was an English bull, 
a lie anda forgery. It is true that Alexander 
published a letter in which he mentions Adri- 


an’s bull, but he alludes to it on the strength of 


Jerry Barry's book—from which he (Father 
Burke) had quoted largely, and he believed Had 
showed it to be untrustworthy, inconsistent and 
untruthful. Mr. Froude has further said that 
this bull of Adrian’s was in the archives of the 
Vatican. This he (Burke) denied. There was 
in the secret archives of the Vatican no copy of 
the bull of Adrian, nor of the letter of Alexan- 
der IV.; therefore the whole thing is a lie. 
Leaving this point Father Burke next went 
for the Normans with tremendous energy. And 
what do you think they came to do? he said. 
Mr. Froude says the Pope sent the Normans 
into Ireland to teach the Irish the ten com- 
mandments. They were thieves. They came 
to steal the land and the liberty without any 
cause under heaven, Henry landed in Ireland 
in 1172, and the year before he ordered St. 
Thomas of Canterbury to be slain at the altar, 
and they scattered bis brains before the blessed 
sacrament at the vesper hour. What was the 
oceasion of their coming? The King of Lein- 
ster, the adulterer, when banished from Ireland 
for his crime, went to the Normans and asked 
them to take him back, and ne got from Henry

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agreed with the king, on any question, on that 
of religion as well as others, he would be deemed 
guilty of hightreason. He tore the consciences 
out of the hearts of the English people. As for 
his regard for the sanctity of the marriage tje, 
who has not read about that? He married six 
wives; two ke divorced, two he beheaded, one 
died a natural death, and the sixth had her 
pame written down in his book for promotion. 
{Laughter.] It was a fact that he kept a book 
to jot down the names of those whom he in- 
tended should be beheaded, and soon after his 
death the widow, looking over this book, think- 
ing, perhaps, she might there find some word 
of endearment or comfort, found out for the 
first time what it was, and found in the list of 
condemned herownname. Fortunately for her 
the devil had a few days the start and took off 
the lord himself. [Laughter. ] 

The main poliey of England, for the last 
seven hundred years, has been to steal the land. 
from the Irish people, to crowd them out, and 
to plant in their stead Englishmen, Scotch and 
Welch. The law of the land in Henry’s time 
was that no Irishman could testify in court 
against an Englishman, and an Englishman was 
protected in the courts, if perchance he mur- 
dered an Irishman, the issue put to the jury 
being not, is the man guilty, but who was his 
victim? was he an Irishman? If an English- 
man made a will giving land to an Irishman, or 
even placing it in trust, the Irishman could not 
hold it. He claimed that he had it in evidence 
that during Henry VIII.’s time projects were 
considered to clear the Irish on to the other 
side of the Shannon, and the state papers of the 
time demonstrate that Henry himself had urged 
a resolution to exterminate the Irish race alto- 
gether and have the island turned over to Eng- 
lishmen, and that his council argued elaborately 
against it, and, showing the impossibility of the 
project, killed it. The Irish loved Henry the 
Eighth as they loved Oliver Cromwell. Mr. 
Froude also says that Elizabeth, the successor 
of Henry, was fond of Ireland and the Jrish. 
Men of Ireland did you ever hear before that 
Queen Bess was your friend? [applause ]—the 
woman who for twenty years kept twenty thou- 
sand men to slaughter the Irish people in Ire- 
land; who left when she died four only of six 
hundred Dominicans in the island when she as- 
cended the throne; who died in a fit of rage be- 
cause she could not see an Irishman beheaded ?” 

Mr. Froude’s third lecture was a panegyric 
on Oliver Cromwell. He says in this if Crom- 
well’s policy had been carried out there would 
have been no differences between England and 
Ireland to-day. Father Burke quoted Macau- 
lay’s description of Cromwell's invasion of Ire- 
land, and added to it some words of his own, 
describing what he regarded as Cromwell’s aw- 
ful cruelty and the massacres and butcheries of 
his men. When Cromwell entered Ireland, he 
said, the Irish race held five miilions of acres of 
land. These he stole from them by one stroke 
of his pen. He drove all the Irish across the 
Shannon into Connaught. He told them to go 
to hell or to Connaught, and they had the good 
sense to choose the latter, leaving the former 
for Cromwell and his Roundheads. [Great ap- 
plause.] In order to insure his verdict, Mr. 
Froude turns to America and says in effect, 
“When you were fighting us in the revolution- 
ary war the Catholics ot Ireland were all against 
you, while the Irish Protestants were with you. 
Se give me a verdict for old friendship’s sake, 
and let me go home and tell my countrymen that 
the best mind of America is of the opinion that 
we have been just toward Ireland.” Is this 
true? asked Father Burke, and to support his 
assertion that it was not, he quoted largely 
from the papers and documents in Washing- 
ton. At the time the revolution broke out 
not an Irish Catholi¢ had a vote; in Ireland 
he could not vote for the smallest officer; he 
could not send his children to school; an Irish 
schoolmaster if caught would be hange.; an 
[rishman could not marry a Protestant wife, 
neither could a Protestant woman marry a Cath- 
olic husband. Every law that the perverted 
ingenuity of man could devise to exterminate 
the Irishman had been tried. Does it, there- 
fore, he asked, stand to reason that at that time 
the Irish Catholic would not sympathize with 
the Americans? They were taxed to death; 
were ground to death. Does Mr. Fronde tell 
us that they had gone so far down into degrada- 
tion as to kiss the chains that bound them, and 
wish others to bear them too? America suc- 
ceeded because she had what Irishmen so fatally 
lacked at critical times in her history—union. 

Father Burke, in support of his point that the 
Irish Catholics were against England during our 
war, read from a letter from the General com- 
manding the English troops here: ‘Send me 
out German troops, [have a dislike for the Irish 
Catholic soldiers; they are not to be depended 
upon.” Arthur Lee, he said, wrote from Eng- 
land, where he was secretly watching the enemy 
for his countrymen: ‘The resources of our 
enemy are almost annihilated in Germany. 
Their last resort is the Irish Catholics, and it 
is found that every man of every regiment from 
there last year obliged them to ship him off tied 
and bound. They will desert more quickly than 
any others.” [Applause.] The record of the 
recruiting officers in Ireland sustains this. Af- 
ter a long service, one Major Roach recruited 
only a small number, and these were obtained 
through a lie; they were told that they were 
only going to Edinburgh to learn military dis- 
cipline. Fathcr Burke also quoted from the 
acts of Congress and the words of Washington, 
Franklin, Parke Curtis, Henry Clay, Julian 
Verplanck and William H. Seward, to show 
that the aid extended to this country during the 
revolutionary war by the Irish Catholies has 
been repeatedly and gratefully acknowledged. 

In his last lecture, Mr. Froude tells what 
England will not do. The question, the Father 
said, will before long be what Lreland will not do. 
He would tell Mr. Froude that that English 
empire of his was rapidly crumbling to ruin and 
decay. A sign of decay of an empire is when 
it abandons its outlying territory : to-day Eng- 
land tells Canada to go about her business and 
take care of herself, she cannot afford to pro- 
vide her with a standing army, and speaks simi- 
larly to Australia. Another sign of the decay 
of an empire is when its material resources be- 
gin to fill: England’s iron and coal are failing, 
and when she draws her last load of coal she 
may prepare herself for a quiet and decent 
burial. Another is when it begins to pay its 
enemies rather than fight them: England paid 
fifteen millions ofMollars to America the other 
day [applause ]—the American side was simple 
enough; the Alabama claims in one hand, and a 
drawn sword, the hilt towards England, in the 
other, and the request—‘*Take your choice.” 
{ Applause.] Another is the gorruption of the 
governing and aristocratic classes; the licenti- 
ousness and debauchery of which are creeping 
inta the upper classes of England and becoming 
the scandal of the world. And another is when 
the whole population begins to change on the 
question of the form of government; public 
opinion in England is becoming republican, and 
it has been remarked that the Prince of Wales 
himself has been heard to say that he does not 
expect to wear the crown of England. Yes, it 
will soon no longer be, what will England do 
with Ireland? but when will Ireland assert her 
independence and become again a nation?

MIND vs. MATTER. 


SCIENCE AND ENGINEERING SKILL 
GREAT OBSTACLES AND TURNING OFFAL 
NUISANCES INTO USEFUL COMPOST. 


OVERCOMING 
AND 


A recent visit to the extensive pork-packing 
establishment of Messrs. North, Merriam & 
Co., situated in East Cambridge, near the Som- 
erville line, has inclined a special reporter to 
give an ccount of this far-famed establishment. 

This great business mart, which is a poineer 
in introducing many useful inventions, is situ- 
ated on the line of the ki:chburg and Grand 
Junction railroads, both of which are used ex- 
tensively for transportation. It will be well to 
bear in mind that it is no small undertaking to 
convey about 4000 live hogs per week from the 
vast prairies of the great West to the doors of 
this establishment, to say nothing of the carry- 


ing away to market of the thousands of tons of 


pork and hams, after being slaughtered and 
cured. In every part of this great establish- 
ment everything is so completely systematized 
that comparatively little labor is required to do 
Vast amount of business.

No one man slaughters and dresses an ani- 
mal, but each man does his part, and at the 
right time. The process will be briefly de- 
scribed :— 4 

A small-sized pen is filled with the animals; 
one man stands ready to fasten a small iron 
chain around the leg of the porker ‘‘whose turn 
comes next,” and by the aid of steam he is 
quickly and safely raised to a proper height 
and swung over into a place conveniently ar- 
ranged, with sides of hard solid pine and a floor 
of stone or hard cement, where stands a second 
person with knife in hand, who sticks the ani- 
mal jus¢ as he is giving to the world his last 
‘‘squeal”—and each animal seems to act as if 
he was conscious that he had at this time a per- 
fect right to do his ‘‘level best” in this particu- 
lar. All the blood passes through an iron con- 
ductor into large iron wagons below, and it isim- 
mediately dried, while fresh and perfectly sweet, 
for a very useful purpose, which we shall speak 
of hereafter. A third man stands upon a raised 
platform, and aided by machinery pushes each 
hog along with perfect ease over a cauldron of 
scalding water, and one at atime drops them 
in, while a fourth person makes sure that they 
are well dipped and placed upon an iron frame 
and easily rolled out upon a platform, where a 
gang of men stand‘ ready to strip off the 
bristles; and they in turn pass the animal to 
another gang of men, who, after doing the 
‘“‘shaving,” pass the porker over to one who 
quickly and skillfully removes the entrails. So 
ingeniously has everything been arranged that 
the act of passing the animal to another part 
of the building to cool is a very easy task, 
which a boy of ordinary intelligence and a small 
amount of muscle can readily do. 

Great efforts have been made recently to 
prove that this and other slaughtering establish- 
ments in this vicinity have been and are intol- 
erable nuisances, which ought, for the good of 
the public, to be abated forthwith, but to this 
particular place it would seem that no such 
criticism can apply, as the following facts clear- 
ly show: Within a brief period of time great 
skill has been brought to bear upon these 
matters, and so successful has science been in 
grappling with these difficulties that apparently 
everything which causes obnoxious vdors is 
promptly and completely destroyed, thus mak- 
ing it possible for a vast establishment of this 
kind to be in successful operation in the suburbs 
of a populous city without detriment to the pub- 
lic health, comfort or convenience. ‘This great 
“abattoir” probably takes the lead in our land 
in introducing ingenious machinery not only 
for the despatch of bnsiness, but also for obvi- 
ating the disagreeable concomitants of ordinary 
establishments of this character. By steam 
and drying processes it uses up all blood, bone 
and useless pieces of meat, and by drying the 
blood and grinding the bones into powder it 
thus makes valuable and useful what a few 
months ago was considered an intolerable nui- 
sance and likely to cause any slaughtering es- 
tablishment near a populous city to be indicted. 
This process of drying the blood and crushing 
the bones is used in the manufacture of a very 
valuable compost said to be equal to the best 
guano, and the interest of the proprietors being 
found in utilizing every drop of blood and every 
particle of meat, and doing it also while it is 
fresh, there is searcely a possibility that any- 
thing will be allowed to become putrid on the 
premises to cause nuisances. Formerly all the 
blood taken from animals was given to hogs for 
food, or allowed to run off into the river, or what 
is still worse, left to soak into the ground and 
become putrid and spread malaria, disease and 
death in the community. But now, each ani- 
mal on being slaughtered gives back to ‘‘moth- 
er earth” as much nutriment as, during its 
short career, it drew from the ground—the in- 
genious process of turning what was formerly 
so great a nuisance into a valuable compost to 
enrich and beautify the earth revolutionizing 
the character of the business, and giving to its 
enterprising conductors a claim to be regarded 
as benefactors of the race, instead of being 
deemed the promoters of a nuisance. Delega- 
tions from nearly all similar establishments in 
this country have visited this place with the 
view of obtaining information of the many use- 
ful and valuable inventions to be found in suc- 
cessful operation here. 

During the winter season this firm lay in for 
their own use from nine to ten thousand tons of 
ice, and at their works they have two huge ice- 
houses, one of them one hundred feet long by 
eighty broad. Beneath this huge mass of frig- 
idity is a large room used for curing hams and 
pork. ‘The other is used tor cooling lard. On 
entering these places a cold chill will pass over 
the visitor, the thermometer ranging regularly 
at about 42 degrees at all times of the year. 
During the “heated term” of summer when the 
mercury lingers among the ‘‘nineties,” here the 
same uniformity of temperature is maintained, 
and during the year thousands of tons of pork 
and hams are cured and made ready for the 
market and thousands of tierces of lard are 
cooled and made ready for use. A large pro- 
portion of the hams cured at this place are sent 
to the English market and are cut entirely dif- 
ferent in shape from those made ready for the 
home market. The transportation of pork and 
hams from this establishment across the ocean 
is avery material aid in our Atlantic commerce. 
The rendering of the lard taken from the hogs 
in this abattoir is very ingeniously done in 
hermetically-sealed tanks by steam, and_ the 
steam passing off into steam-tight tanks is 
therein condensed and the gas consumed by fire. 
Formerly, all lard in the process of rendering 
had to be stirred by hand; this firm have in- 
vented a very ingenious machine which is con- 
stantly worked by steam and performs this very 
difficult work in the most thorough and satisfac- 
tory manner. After drawing off the lard the 
residium or scraps are dried with the blood 
while fresh and converted into a useful compost. 

The regularity which prevails throughout the 
vast establishment and the positive neatness 
which is seen on every hand speaks well for the 
enterprising proprietors. It might seem to 
those who never visited a place like this that 
where there must be necessarily so much blood 
and offal that filth would make it appear sick- 
ening; but at the close of each day’s work a 
most thorough cleansing takes place, and every- 
thing that would be likely to decompose is 
promptly dried and turned into compost, thus 
rendering it utterly impossible to have any- 
thing like a nuisance on these premises. Even 
in the room where hogsheads of blood are 
drawn each day from the animals, so thorough 
is the cleansing that a lady dressed in white 
would hardly soil her clothing to enter the place. 

The affairs of this great abattoir are con- 
trolled and guided by one master-mind, by 
which its useful and practical machines were 
invented, and which gives the word that sets its 
great wheels in motion, watches all the details 
of the business and carries everything through 
to triumphant success. If all the slaughtering 
establishments in this commonwealth should 
bring to bear upon their premises as much sci- 
entific skill as we find displayed in this, the 
nuisances accompanying such places would for- 
ever disappear.— Daily Advertiser.

Tue Lasn anp Pittory in DELAWARE.— 
We have grown so vain of our American civi- 
lization that an occasional shock er two is nec- 
essary to awaken us to the knowledge that it is 
yet far from perfect. Delaware has the honor 
of affording perennial proofs of the fact that 
barbarism, pure and unmitigated, yet remains 
in this country, and is exalted to the wearing of 
Justices’s cap. The method of inflicting pun- 
ishment in that State by the lash and pillory is 
the most abnormal development of American 
civilization, and serves as a constant and un- 
pleasant reminder of the darkness of earlier 
ages. The last instance of the infliction of, 
these penalties was at Newcastle recently. 
A Delaware paper, describing the scene, re- 
marks that there was rather more than usual 
curiosity to witness it, because the sheriff, whose 
duty it was to apply the lash, is a new incum- 
bent, and there was a little doubt whether he 
would perform his duties manfully. The gen- 
erous crowd of three hundred men, women and 
children who gathered on the occasion were in 
no way disappointed, but, as the paper alluded 
to says, ‘‘many of them seemed to especially 
enjoy the proceeding.” The number of cul- 
prits was eight, seven of whom were colored. 
Their offences ranged from petty larceny to 
highway robbery; and the punishment was one 
hour in the pillory, and from twenty to sixty 
lashes. One of the prisoners was sentenced 
for the larceny of a door-mat, and received 
twenty lashes, with the additional penalty of six 
months’ imprisonment and six months’ of con- 
vict dress in public. This single case illustrates 
Delaware justice, which for so trivial an offence 
humiliates a prisoner by degrading punishment, 
sentences him to incarceration in the jail, and 
then, as if to bar him out from all possibility of 
reform, follows him up and compels him to 
wear a convict’s dress. Comment upon such 
scenes is not needed. A State which educates 
its little children to ‘‘enjoy” such spectacles can 
expect nothing good from this generation or the 
next.— Boston Journal.
